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In The Stampic Limelight 


Postage Stamp portraiture has 
been rather numerous in 1928 and 
1929. For instance, Albania has 
issued three unique stamps that 
tell a very interesting story. 

In 1913 there appeared from 
Albania a stamp showing a por- 
trait of Skanderbeg, early Albani- 
an monarch with flowing beard 
and peculiar head-gear. In 1925 
came another stamp showing the 
likeness of Ahmed Zog the Albani- 
an President. And in 1928 there 
appeared a stamp with Zog’s fea- 
tures, the stamp in question being 
overprinted to show the transition 
from a republic to a monarchy 
when Zog became King, and his 
official title being Skanderbeg III. 
In such a way do we record the 
events of history. 

But postage stamps often tell 
us very clearly the more import- 
ant trends of current times, so 
that we may safely assert that 
stamps record current’ events! 
King Gustav of Sweden reached 
his 70th birthday in 1928 for ex- 
ample, and we find that Sweden 
issued a 15-Ore postage stamp cel- 
ebrating the occasion. And when 
the young King Michael of Ru- 
mania ascended the throne in 
1927, his portrait appeared a year 
later on the stamps of his coun- 
try. 

In 1928 the Prince of Abyssinia 
became officially the King of his 
country, while the empress took 
the official title of Queen, thus 
giving Abyssinia a monarchy in 
which king and queen are co- 
equal rather than a monarchy (or 
matriarchy) in which the queen 
was supreme and her husband 
merely a prince. As a result of 
the new royal status new postage 
stamps appeared showing the like- 
nesses of the king and queen of 
this Ethiopian country whose roy- 
al family trace their ancestry 

ck to King Solomon of Israel 
and the Queen of Sheba.

The United States paid defer- 
ence to Molly Pitcher (whose real 
name was Molly Ludwig), cele- 
brated as the woman who gave 
victory to the Americans in the 
Revolutionary battle of Mon- 
mouth. Deference was _ paid 
through the surcharging of cur- 
rent two-cent stamps of our coun- 
try. George Rogers Clark was 
likewise honored, on a bi-colored 
2-cent postage stamp of 1929. He 
won the Northwest Territory for 
the United States. It is regret- 
table that a law exists forbidding 
the illustration of U. S. stamps, 
so we miss some very historic 
stamp portraiture. 


Men and women of the past, and 
of the present are constantly be- 
ing advertised by stamps. It is a 
fitting memorial. President Janis 
Tschakste (reading Cakste on the 
stamps) appears on the stamps of 
Latvia, a Baltic republic, in 1928. 
The stamps appeared to honor the 
first Latvian president who has 
passed to the great beyond. We 
have likewise from China, a 4- 
cent issue showing the likeness of 
Marshall Chang Tso-lin who ruled 
Northern China as a dictator until 
the Nationalist forces routed his 
armies; Chang was killed by a 
bomb soon afterward, but his por- 
trait remains on a Chinese stamp 
as a memorial to his dictatorship. 


Stamps have commemorated 
great persons of long ago. General 
Joseph Bem, the Polish revolu- 
tionary leader of the first half of 
the 19th century, appears on a 
Polish postage stamp. Sir Edward 
Comington who was leader of the 
British forces against the Turks 
while Greece was fighting for in- 
dependence, appears on a Greek 
postage stamp. And Sir Henry 
Stanley, the great African ex- 
plorer who was sent out to find 
Livingston in that Dark Conti- 


nent, is honored by a Belgian com- 
memorative. 


Few great men have been ig- 
nored on stamps. We find the Sa- 
viour on stamps, as well as the 
apostles; St. Paul appears on a 
Malta 10-shillings postage and 
revenue issue; St. Francis on an 
Italian stamp, St. Anthony on a 
Portugese stamp, etc. Generals 
galore are to be found; Artigas on 
a Uruguay issue; Bolivar and 
San Martin on stamps of more 
than one South American coun- 
try; and many others. The post- 
age stamp brings such _ historic 
figures into the limelight. 


Stamp collecting then is an edu- 
cational hobby. But even more 
than this, it is a means of outlin- 
ing past as well as current events. 
This is, however, not always ac- 
complished with new issues of pos- 
tage, airmail or commemorative 
stamps. Sometimes cancellations 
tell a story in themselves. As for 
instance, when Lindbergh went 
upon his American good-will tour, 
mail he carried was especially can- 
celled, with special cachets to 
mark the event. Cachets have been 
and are being, extensively used of 
recent months to record particular 
events and flights, and an array 
of these will tell a current events 
story that is unique. 


There are few hobbies with 
such a broad scheme as Philately. 
And the popularity of stamps and 
envelopes that carry special can- 
cellations and cachets is shown by 
the large number of stamp collec- 
tors in America and abroad. King 
George V, Alphonso XIII of Spain, 
the Belgian royal family, and Ar- 
thur Hind of Utica, New York, are 
a few of the most prominent col- 
lectors. Stamp collecting is a fas- 
cinating and instructive pastime, 
and a stamp album becomes one 
of the most famous portrait gal- 
leries in the world!!!

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The Philatelic Plate Number Association 
Becomes The Bureau Issues Association 


The Philatelic Plate Number As- 
sociation has adopted a new name, 
Bureau Issues Association, as in- 
dicative of the Association’s en- 
larged scope of activity. The en- 
tire philatelic output of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing is now 
the objective instead of plate num- 
bers only as in the past. 


While the Association has been 
active in the study and collection 
of Bureau issue plate numbers, 
the P. P. N. A. membership has al- 
ways been composed largely of col- 
lectors of U. S. stamps generally 
and Bureau issues particularly. 


Plate number collecting is a 
logical starting point for special- 
ization of any issue, but it should 
lead to a systematic study of the 
entire issue. Paper, ink, perfora- 
tion, gum, marginal markings and 
guide lines, as well as methods of 
manufacture, follow the plate 
number as a field for study and 
collection. 


Much history has been made 
since Luff’s classic work on our 
19th Century issues, but there is a 
fertile field for the study and as- 
sembly of the mass of scattered 
data on the Bureau issues appear- 
ing in the press. At the same 
time available data of value is be- 
ing lost, obtainable were its need 
realized. 


Variation in our stamps gener- 
ally arises from changes in meth- 
cds of manufacture having in view 
an improvement of the product or 
reduction of costs. To ascertain 
the cause for change, study its re- 
sults and record the findings will 
be an aim of this Association. 


The entire output of the Bu- 
reau’s philatelic products logically 
is the field whether ordinaries, 
coils and booklets, colonials, state 
surcharges, Bureau precancels or 
revenues and special issues. 


It is the hope of the B. I. A. to 
develop these side lines under the 
direction of collectors specializing 
in these lines and to prepare 
where necessary detailed check 
lists of the various issues. 


Such a program necessitated a 
change of name and, after presen- 
tation to the membership of the 
many suggestions offered, the new 


title, Bureau Issues Association, 
has *been chosen as_ representing 
the enlarged field of endeavor. 
There is no desire to invade the 
territory of other organizations. 
Rather, it is the confident expecta- 
tion that B. I. A. may render a 
service beneficial to all.

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BUYS NOTED RELICS OF 
AIR MAIL FLIGHTS 





R. T. Stevens of Plainfield, N. J., 
Acquires Knapp Collection 
of Envelopes 





Purchase of the Edward S. 
Knapp collection of air mail enve- 
lopes, all of which were actually 
carried on authorized mail routes 
in the United States and many 
foreign countries, by Robert T. 
Stevens of Plainfield, N. J., was 
announced March 15, at the offices 
of the Scott Stamp and Coin Com- 
pany, 1 West’ Forty-seventh 
Street, where the sale was closed 
and the collection delivered to Mr. 
Stevens. Hugh M. Clark of the 
Scott company said that it is the 
largest sale of air mail material 
that has ever been made, and by 
its acquisition Mr. Stevens is 
credited with having the largest 
and most valuable air mail collec- 
tion in the world. 

Both Mr. Knapp and Mr. Stev- 
ens declined to give any intima- 
tion of the price paid, but expert 
philatelists who have had the op- 
portunity of inspecting the Knapp 
collection have put its value at 
about $50,000. It contained 6,000 
to 7,000 air mail envelopes. Mr. 
Stevens had, in his original col- 
lection, about an equal number, 
and while he has obtained many 
duplicates, he also has acquired 
many rarities which it is virtually 
impossible to find. A well-known 
philatelist, who is a specialist in 
air mail stamps, said that the en- 
larged Stevens collection probably 
is worth fully $100,000. 

Mr. Stevens is one of the new re- 
cruits in the philatelic world. He 
has been a collector only three 
years, and his sole interest is in 
air mails. It was Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh, he admitted, who 
started him on his air mail collect- 
ing career. 

Among the many rarities ob- 
tained by Mr. Stevens in the 
Knapp collection are two of the 
Hawker envelopes carried by Har- 
ry Hawker on the first attempt of 
a transatlantic flight from St. 
John’s, N. F., on May 17, 1919. 
The plane fell into the sea, but the 
mail bag was rescued. Only ninety- 
five stamped letters were carried, 
and these now have a value of 
$1,200 to $1,500. One month later 
Alcock and Brown made their suc- 
cessful flight across the Atlantic, 
landing in Ireland, and the collec- 
tion contains an envelope that was 
carried on that flight. 

Rumor says the price for the 
Knapp collection was $42,000.00.

The 1930 or ve edition of this 
catalogue of U. S. Air Mail Covers 
is at hand. - is a book of 272 
pages, 6x9 inches in size and is 
well worth the price to any col- 
lector of the Air Mail Covers of 
the United States. Besides listing 
and pricing the covers the book is 
full of information about the vari- 
ous events which brought about 
the issue of certain covers as well 
as much information on the regu- 
lar established routes. 


The book was produced with the 
assistance of a great number of 
enthusiastic collectors and dealers, 
who gave much time to the pro- 
duction of the copy that goes to 
make up this large volume. 


The catalog is published by the 
Gossip Printery of Holton, Kansas. 


It would be useless to attempt 
to comment on the prices of covers 
as given in this catalog. It must 
be understood that this work is in 
the nature of an experiment in 
that it is reputed to be a catalog 
of a certain class of material but 
at the same time the publisher, nor 
no single recognized concern 
stands behind all the prices as 
quoted. It thus leaves the ques- 
tion as to who will sell the goods 
listed at the prices quoted. The 
Scott Stamp catalogue is a price 
list.of stamps for sale by the Scott 
Stamp and Coin Company but this 
catalog is a price list of covers for 
sale by—who? How can the col- 


lector put a price on the goods that’ 


are for sale by the dealer. As we 
say, this method of pricing is an 
interesting experiment for the rea- 
son as stated. However, it is very 
probable and even possible that 
the plan will be a practical one for 
like stamps, a vast number of the 
covers that are priced are offered 
at prices as low as one-half of 
those quoted in the catalogue so 
in that respect the pricing is of 
course on a par with the usual 
stamp catalogue pricing. On the 
other hand, there are numerous 
covers that are priced at figures 
that no sane system of pricing 
would recognize as being correct. 
Covers of which less than ten 
copies are known to exist are 
priced as low as $10.00. It is easy 
for anyone to price cheap material, 
the test of a catalog must be based 
on its accuracy on the rare items. 

It must be recognized, however, 
that the preparation of this cata- 
logue was a hurried task, a task 
that grew bigger and bigger as the 
work progressed and being the 
first and original draft, it was a 
stupendous job for the boys who 
did the work. Without doubt a fu- 
ture edition can be and will be far 
more accurate and reliable as a 
guide to values, especially on the 
choicer items.

A more expensive 
album could be provided for those who wish to pay for it but our first 
object was to produce something that would meet both the approval and 
the purse of the vast army of collectors of covers. Something cheaper 
could be offered but it would lack the feature of being entirely satis- 
factory. If a dollar and a half or two dollars must be paid for a book 
of this sort, a bit more will permit of having a book that will meet the 
approval of any collector. 


The binder is a three ring binder of good quality, pages are of a 
fancy grade of light brown stiff paper. In a ring binder the pages will 
of course lay flat. Throughout the book the pages alternate in form. 
Between each two full complete pages is a skeleton page with two 
tongues. In placing covers in the album the left end of the cover is slit 
or clipped with shears, the cover is then slid over one of the tongues. 
In turning the pages of the album, you take hold of the full pages and 
turn them over which flops over the tongued page holding the cover. 
Thus you have either the front or the back of the cover in view. On 
the opposite full page you place clippings or notes referring to the cover. 
With each album is provided a sufficient number of cloth washers for 
placing about the ring holes in the pages. By the use of these wash- 


= a considerate handling of the album the pages will wear indefi- 
nitely.

WATERFALLS 





Niagara Falls, the best known 
and most useful waterfall of today, 
is the topic of the current twenty- 
five cent stamp. A view of the falls 
from a short distance is depicted. 
Victoria falls in South Africa is 
said to be a much greater drop 
than Niagara. However, there is 
only a slight comparison in the 
volume of water going over the 
falls. A beautiful view of the Vic- 
toria falls is presented on the 1905 
issue of Rhodesia. An idea of the 
pictorial splendor of the country 
can be obtained from this stamp. 
Falls of less magnitude are de- 
picted on the stamps of Jamaica 
(1900), Belgian Congo (1894), and 
British Guiana (1898). Tasmania, 
being a mountainous island, con- 
tains many minor cataracts, two 
of which are depicted on the issue 


of 1900. From the stamps one 
gathers that the falls are mon- 
strous. However, they are little 


known and have hardly any com- 
mercial value at present. Stamps 
depicting waterfalls are not only 
scenicly beautiful but also very ap- 
pealing. They should form prized 
parts of all juniors’ collections.

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POLYLINGUAL STAMP 


The stamps of Eastern Roumelia 
bear its name inscribed in four 
languages, French, Turkish, Bul- 
garian and Greek. The country is 
situated south of Bulgaria and was 
declared an autonomous province 
of Turkey in 1875. It became sub- 
ject to Bulgaria after the success- 
ful revolution of 1885. 


TONGS 


Many beginners are under the 
impression that working’ with 
tongs is a difficult and clumsy 
task. The first few attempts at 
their use generally is unfavorable. 
However, as soon as one becomes 
accustomed to them, he is able to 
work rapidly and effectively, at the 
same time safeguarding the ap- 
pearance of his stamps. For no 
matter how careful a collector is 
about handling his stamps, they 
are bound to become saturated 
with fingerprints and to take on a 
dirty appearance. This is espe- 
cially true in the summer time 
when the hands are more likely 
to perspire. By working with 
tongs, the stamps will retain a 
clean appearance. Every collec- 
tor who has had any experience 
with smudged stamps will realize 
the necessity of possessing and 
applying tongs. 


TASMANIA 


Stamps bearing the inscription 
“Van Diemen’s Land” are some- 
what puzzling to the beginner. 
Mainly because of the fact that, at 
the present, the country is under 
another name, “Tasmania.” How- 
ever, only the first three stamps 
bear the inscription and they, be- 
eause of their scarcity, do not 
come into contact with many be- 
ginners. Tasmania was discovered 
in 1642 by Abel Jansen Tasman, 
who named it. “Van Diemen’s 
Land” in honor of the then gover- 
nor of the Dutch East Indian pos- 
sessions. It was next visited in 
1769 by Capt. Cook; and the first 
settlement was founded by Lieu- 
tenant Bowen who was sent there 
with a band of convicts. in 1853, 
the penal institution there was re- 
moved. 

Although the name “Tasmania 
was officially adopted in 1853, the 
change was not recorded on the 
stamps until 1858. The early is- 
sues, like most British Colonials, 
bear the head of Queen Victoria. 
In 1899, the popular set, now in 
use was put on sale and became 
popular among collectors. The 
stamps testify to the scenic beau- 
ty of the island and also to its 
mountainous character.
